Fierce Moslem assault on 


Beirut hotels district 
LITTLE POLITICAL PROGRESS MADE 


BEIRUT. — Moslem and Pales- 
tinjan forces launched another 
flerce assault on beleaguered Chris- 
tian positions in the uptown Holl- 
day Inn Hotel yesterday and the 
U.S. Embassy advised the 2,000 
Americans stifl in Beirut to leave 
85 quickly as possible. 


Fierce rocket, mortar and machine- 
gun clashes claimed about 150 
lives over the weekend, raising 
the casualty toll from elght weeks 
of civil war in Beirut to nearly 
1,200 dead and 3,000 wounded. 

A cease-fire agreement reached 
on Saturday — the 12th in eight 
weeks — took partial hold in out- 
lying areas of the capital, but fight- 
ing continued for most of the day 
around the uptown hotel district 
where Christian Phalangists held 
off a determined Moslem assault to 
oust them from their encircled 
positions in the Holiday Inn and 
St. George hotels. 

A major attack by the leftists 
on Phalangisty entrenched in the 
24-storey Holiday Inn Hotel failed 


NEW YORK (ΤΑ). — The “Wash- 
Post” reported yesterday 
that the chief rabbi of Lebanon's 
Jewish community of less than 
8,000 persons was evacuated on 
Saturday from the Jewish quarter 
m Beirut by the Lebanese Army. 
Writing from Beirut, correspon- 
dent Jonathan Randa! said that up 
to now the Jewish sector was in 
no greater danger than any other 
Beirut area, but now it is in the 
middle of a major Moslem offen- 
sive designed to cut off the Chris- 
lan Phalangistsa.

The Lebanese fighting has escalat- 
ed iato a full-scale civil war, For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon said at 
the Cabinet meeting. The comba- 
tants' aim is to seize control of 
Beirut. The Moslems and their Pa- 
lestine Arab ‘backers are trying to 
Islamise the country and deprive 
the Lebanese Christian community 
of political rights which they have 
enjoyed, statutorily, for decades. 


Commenting on the Lebanese si- 
tuation, Health Minister Victor 
Shemtov said Israel could do some- 
thing to help alleviate the plight of 
the wounded. Medical teams and 
supplies could be sent to Lebanon, 
where they were sorely needed, 
Shemtov said. Also, wounded could 
be brought over for treatment in 
Israeli hospitals. 


Allon surveys world opinion 
against UN anti-Zionist call

If the United Nations General 
Assembly approves the anti-Zionist 
resolution equating Zionism with ra- 
cfaligzm, several important parlia- 
ments may vote to stop their con- 
tributions te the UN budget, Foreign 
Minister Yigai Allon told the week- 
ly_ Cabinet session yesterday. 

In the course of his foreign policy 
survey Allon said that Israeli di- 
plomatic missions, in most capitals, 
reported that public opinion was 
opposed to: the Arab’s anti-Zionist 
regolution. Israel's information drive 
centred on the resolution, he said 


Several UN delegations tended to 
favour a postponement of the vote 
on the resolution to a future As- 
sembly he said. If this idea develop- 
ed to the extent of a formal post~- 
jponement motion, he said, it would 
Probably win more adherents than 
a motion to reject the Arab bid. 

Israel’s campaign against the anti- 
Zionist resolution was now in full 
swing in the various world capitals 
ag well as at the Assembly, he said. 

The United States and Western 
Europe were taking a firm stand 
against the resolution and lobbying 
actively against it. Nevertheless the 


Arabs-as always commanded a cast- 
fron majority for whatever they 
proposed in a straight vote. 

Allon also told the Cabinet that 
Egyptian President Sadat would at- 
tain a number of practical achieve- 
ments during his current U.S. tour 
in terms of financial ald. But this 
need not necessarily detract from 
the pattern of Israel-U.S. relations, 
the Foreign Minister said, 

Noting that he was offering only 
an interim appraisal, Allon said 
Sadat had failed to implant a peace- 
loving and moderate Image in Ame- 
rican public opinion. 


Palestine issue at UN today 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter).—The 
General Assembly takes up the 
Palestine question today, with non- 
aligned states due to’ press for 
further steps aimed at eventual 
independent nationhood for the 
Palestinians, 

In a separate resolution, Egypt 
is expected to seek the Assembly's 
formal recommendation that they 
Join “Palestine,” Syria, Jordan, Is- 
rael, the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
at a resumed Middle East Peace 
Conference in Geneva. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat, whose 
appearance’ in the Assembly and 
the head of state treatment he re- 
ceived caused a controversy Jast 
year, will not be back for the new 
debate, The ΡΟ 12-man delegation 
is being led by its foreign affairs 
spokesman, Farouk Kaddoum!, who 
is due to open the proceedings. 

Other first-day speakers listed 
include delegates from Israel, Tu- 
nisia, and Egypt. The debate is due 


to go on at least until the end of 
the week, with the Cyprus question 
scheduled as the next item. 

However, diplomatic sources said 
the plenary body's consideration of 
a committee recommendation to de- 
nounce Zionism as a racist move- 
ment might intervene. 

Western and some other delegates 
are engaged in an intense effort 
behind the scenes to have ratifica- 
tion of that proposal postponed at 
least for ἃ year. 

The U.S. and the European Eco. 
nomic Community members have at- 
tacked the committee action, which 
they believe could weaken the UN 
by bringing it into disrepute in 
many parts of the worid. Israel 
has condemned the resolution as ἃ 
piece of blatant anti-Semitism. 

The principal resolution on the 
Palestine question, already being 
Circulated by a group of noh- 
aligned states following its endorse- 
ment by the Arab members, con- 


tains an implicit threat of moves 
to suspend or expel Israel from the 
UN if it obstructs the Palestinians’ 
Did for self-determination and in- 
dependence. 

It would also create a special 
committee to consider these ques. 
tions and prepare a timetable for 
action, 

This would in turn be reported to 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
by June 1 next year with the Secy- 
rity Council to be called into session 
as soon as possible after that date 
to consider the exercise of the 
“inalienable rights” of the Pales- 
tinians, 

In its preamble, the resolution 
would have the 142-nation Assembly 
express grave concern that no pro- 
gress had been achieved towards the 
exercise of those rights and the 
attainment of the Palestinians’ right 
to return to their homes and pro- 
Perty “from which they have been 
displaced and uprooted.” 


Spain warns 
of action to 
stop march | 


Juan Carlos visits Sahara 


UNITED NATIONS. — Spain 
warned yesterday that if King 
Hassan of Morocco carries out 
his planned civil march into the 
Western Sahara, the Spanish will 
resist with armed force, if neces- 
sary. 

Spain's threat to use force 
came a few hours before the 
government in Madrid announced 
that Prince Juan Carlos had made 
a surprise visit to El Aiun, the 
capital of-the Spanish Sahara. 

ipanish delegate Fernando Arias 
Salgado, speaking immediately after 
the Security Council unanimously 
adopted a resolution calling on all 
Parties to the desert dispute to do 
nothing that might escalate tension 
in the area, said Spain would use 
everything available to “repel” the 
350,000 volunteer marchers. 

The council, by consensus without 
a formal vote, called on Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, who made 
@ trouble-shooting trip to the area 
Jast weekend, to step up consulta- 
tions with Spain, Morocco, Mauri- 
tania and Algeria and report on 
their result quickly so that further 
measures may be taken, if neces- 
sary. 

The resolution, while not including 
a call to Morocco to cancel the 
march — a stipulation Costa Rica 
tried to have written into it — 
constituted a clear appeal to Hassan 
to do so. 

The Spanish delegate said that 
Spain expected the march to begin 
tomorrow and no peaceful solution 
of the problem was possible unless 
it was halted. He said that In view 
of the grave situation in the area, 
it seems necessary — in order to 
achieve a rapid, orderly decoloniza- 
tion of the Spanish Sahara — that 
the Security Council ensure that 
the march be halted. 

But Moroccan sources in Agadir, 
Morocco, said yesterday that King 
Hassan will not halt the march 
unless Spain publicly recognizes 
Moroccan sovereignty over the ter- 

tory — regardless of any decision 
taken by the UN. 

The king drove through cheering 
crowds as he moved his command 
post for the march from Marrakech 
to Agadir, 480 kms. north of the 
Spanish Sahara border. There was 
no immediate official Moroccan com- 
ment on the resolution of the Secur- 
ity Council. But the sources said 
the king would not send the mass 
ot conquest-hungry volunteers back

The prince, who took over Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco's powers 
three days ago, arrived at the desert 
airfield of the Sahara's capital of 
ἘΠ Aiun shortly after the general's 
plane had arrived there. The prince 
later returned to Madrid. 

The 37-year-old prince, who had 
met with Premier Carlos Arias Na- 
varro and his Cabinet for four hours 
on Friday to discuss the crisis, later 
returned to Madrid, The trip was the 
prince’s firat step out of Franco's 
shadow into the limelight, an indi- 
cation that he plans to waste little 
time asserting himself in the affairs 
of state now that he wields the power. 

The prince's trip was announced 
only after he had arrived in ἘΠ Alun 
where he met officials and reviewed 
an honour guard of the 14,000 Spa- 
nish troops there. According to re- 
ports, his visit “brought back smiles” 
to the people in the capital. The visit 
was described as “necessary in the 
present situation.” 

Spain had asked for the UN meet- 
ing to stop the march, and there 
were indications it would have pre- 
ferred a much stronger stand. The 
consultations started Saturday after- 
noon. Soviet Ambassador Jacob Ma- 
lik, Council president for November, 
put the resolution before the other 
14 members at a meeting yesterday 
morning and declared tt adopted by 
consensus when he heard no ob- 
jections. (AP, Reuter, UPI) 


Franco spends 
peaceful night 


MADRID (Reuter). — Spain’s Gen- 
eral Francisco Franco spent a peace- 
ful night, a statement from his 
household said late yesterday. 

The brief statement said only that 
the 83-year-old general “passed the 
night without incidents and has been 
Testing.” 

The last medical bulletin said the 
condition of the general ruler of 
Spain for nearly 40 years remained 
grave. The bulletin said he was can- 
scious, and there was no increase in 
his internal Stomach bleeding. His 
heart and respiratory condition was 
normal but there were slight fluctua- 
tions in his temperature. 

Franco has been near death for 
two weeka after 8. series of heart 
attacks.

The Cabinet made no decision, 


and only five of the ministers took 
in the discussion. 

Bruno's plan called for reducing 
Government spending by TL6,000m. 
— 1L1,000m. from domestic defence 
spending, IL3,000 from subsidies for 
basic commodities and municipalities 


and 112,000m. from investment 
funds. The plan, previously out- 
lined in a memorandum to the 


Finance Minister, also said revenues 
could be increased by IL3,000m. — 
7Li1,500m. from taxes (mainly Va- 
lue Added Tax), and IL1,500m. from 
sale of Government bonds. 

In order: to effect the cuts in 
defence spending. Bruno suggested 
{in his memorandum) that an inter- 
departmental committee be set up 
to supervise the use of U.S. aid 
funds, and ensure that purchases 
which can be made locally are not 
made abroad. He also stated in the 
memorandum that he felt indirect 
taxes could be cut by some IL4,000m" 
when VAT comes into effect, as it 
is expected to bring revenues of 
about IL6,000m. in fiscal 1976 (bas- 
ed on ἃ 10 per cent tax rate.} 

Commerce and Industry Minister 
Haim Bar-Lev took issue with Prof. 
Bruno on the IL2,000m. cut in invest- 
ment spending. Bar-Levy felt this 
would seriously hamper efforts to 
bring more industry to develop- 
ment towns. Bruno, however, said 
that in the past two years the 
gross national product had increased 
by nine per cent, while investments 
Brew by 30 per cent — this meant 
there was enough equipment avail- 


able in the country to permit less 
investment without hurting growth. 

Foreign Minister Yigal Alton, who 
took part in the discussion, said 
fiscal and monetary measures were 
not enough. The public must be 
made aware of the gravity of the 
economic situation and the need for 
a concentrated effort in applying 
remedies. 

With all due importance attached 
to stepping up production and al- 
locating fewer resources to services, 
Allon said, care should be taken not 
to hurt essential services such as 
education, which could determine 
the nation's future. He said much 
more must be done to make labour 
mobility possible, and non-conven- 
tional measures must be sought to 
provide housing for low-income 
young couples.

Hammer co-opted to Cabinet 
pending Knesset approval

It goes without saying that a Ca- 
binet Minister must be bound by Ca- 
binet discipline and accept the yoke 
of collective responsibility, Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday. Rabin 
was referring to Minister-designate 
Zevulun Hammer (NRP). 

The Premier's comment came in 
reply to a query from Mapam Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov, who asked 
whether Hammer was still committed 
to thwart all further withdrawals 
from the areas, 85 he had participat- 
ed in the recent demonstrations 
against the Sinai accord. 

Earlier, the Cabinet at Rabin's re- 
quest approved the co-option of Ham~ 
mer to the Government as Minister 


of Social Welfare. The Cabinet must 
make the appropriate announcement 
in the Knesset, and get the Knesset’s 
vote of approval. 


Premier Rabin said that the Ca- 
binet had not yet reached any con- 
clusion in its discussion of proposals 
for a restructuring of government de- 
partments (which might include 
merger of ministries). Hammer's ap- 
pointment did not commit the Gov- 
ernment one way or another as re- 
gards these proposals, Rabin said. 


One proposal is to merge the Min- 
istry of Social Welfare with other 
ministries concerned with social bet- 
terment and aid. The Government is 
not likely to approve it. 


Ashdod port workers’ chief: 


‘2,000 paid for doing nothing’

ASHDOD. -- Ashdod port labour 
chief Yehoshua Peretz disclosed 
yesterday that for the past six 
months more than 2,000 workers 
have been getting paid for doing 
nothing. Hé was talking to mem- 
bers of the Knesset Labour Com- 
mittee, which yesterday paid a 

“study visit” to the port. 

Peretz told the MKs bluntly that 
Ashdod Port has turned into a 
“swimming pool” {meaning that 
port was empty of ships). 
Yesterday, there were only two 
ships at the port. He blamed the 
present situation on the manage- 
ment and Zim who he claimed 
were trying to get even with the 
workers. “With our present secu- 
rity, soclal and economic problems, 


if a port management can reach 
such a situation in which, for the 
past six or seven months more 
than 2,000 workers are receiving 
Money for not working, then those 
responsible should be tried and 
banged,” Peretz said. 

Peretz described to the MKs the 
moral effect on those workers who 
go home every day after having 
punched the card. “Our workers 
are not the type that goes straight 
home, reads some books, or listens 
to Beethoven. They go out to coffee 
houses, or play cards and lose 
more money than they earn. You 
can what the altuation of 
their families is. You can also 
imagine how difficult it will be to 
bring them back to work discipline 
after such a long period of idleness.

‘Sanbar approves loans to industry

The Bank of Israel has agreed 
ta help industry cope with rising 
costs and high commercial interest 
rates with loans totalling IL200m. to 
1L250m. this year. Firms would be 
permitted to use Government bonds 
they hold — such as those for the 
compulsory employers’ loan — as 
Guarantee for the loans. 


This decision, approved by Gov- 
ernor Moshe Sanbar, requires Trea~ 
sury approval before it can be put 
into effect. It followed a talk San- 
bar held with representatives of 
the Manufacturers’ Association last 
week, at which they claimed ind. 
ustry could not fmance the increased 


costs resulting from the latest eco. 
nomic measures, and the high in. 
terest they have to pay commercial 
banks for loans. 

In order to receive loans from the 
source approved by Sanbar, indus- 
trialists would have to deposit the 
bonds they hold with the Bank of 
Israel. Sanbar told the manufac- 
turers he would consider their re- 
quest to permit use of the com- 
pulsory defence loan bonds, as well 
as guarantees for loans. However, 
Accountant-General Haim Stoessel 
told The Jerusalem Post he op- 
posed this, and felt it was against 
the law in any event. Stoessel said 
he supported the idea of loans 
against the compulsory empl i

Banks to get 
more interest 
for export loans

‘The Bank of Israel has announc- 
ed an increase in the interest paid 
to commercial banks for money 
they lend to exporters through the 
export loan fund 

‘As of November 1, the central 
bank will pay an additional one 
per cent interest to banks which 
exceed their quota in the loan fund 
by five per cent — and the rate 
paid will be even higher for those 
exceeding their quota by 7.5 per 
cent or more. The banks will thus 
he able to get ag much as a 26 
per cent interest on loans made to 
exporters. . 


The Bank of Israel and the com- 
mercial banks share in the export 
loan fund, with each bank having 
a quota of funds it must make 
available to the fund. The mew 
measure is aimed at getting the 
banks to make more funds available 
to exporters.

BEERSHEBA. — A labour court 
judge yesterday ordered a halt to 
all work by outside contractors at 
the Ashkelon oil port, pending ar-

In 
the meantime, he acceded to he 
request by the workers’ representa- 
tives to bar the work of all out- 
side contractors. 

The management recently hired 
the Ha’ogen company of Haifa to 
renovate one of the four piers at 
the oil terminal The workers of 
the Marine Department claim this 
is an outright violation of the re- 
commendations of the Ushpiz Com- 
mittee, which was set up earlier 
this year to arbitrate the dispute 
which culminated in the Marine 
Department workers taking to sea

The workers claim — in the brief

Meshel also wants to learn from 
others' experience by ruling that 
shop stewards could not negotiate 
labour contracts. The works com- 
mittees, Meshel said, were meant 
to be “the watchdogs on the spot” 
that the terms of the contract were 
fulfilled. 

But, far from relegating the 
workers’ leaders to police function, 


“The leaders of the works com- 
mittees must -be active members cf 
national trade unions," Meshel 
urged. 

“While the Histadrut has heen 
an important vehicle for change 
in the trade unionist movement in 
the past, unions in the West are 
now far ahead of us," Meshel ad- 
mitted. Members of the ICFITU 
unions, especially in Scandinavian 
countries and England, play an 
active roie in shaping social policy, 
developing community centres and 
fostering ‘'co-determination” — the 
term used In some countries to de- 
note participation of workers in 
management. 

“This is not a matter of wages, 
but of social change.” Political de- 
mccracy, Meshel asserts, is “impos- 
sible without industrial democracy.” 
But, in this field, “Israel has lost 
its leadership.” 

In March, Meshel revealed, an 
international symposium on “co- 
determination” will be held in Israel. 

However, the Histadrut experience, 
and especially the moshav idea, 
played a pioneering role in the 
Asian-African and Latin American 
conditions, Meshel said. The newly 
elected president of the ICFTU, the 
Malaysian P.P. Nayaranan (sponsor- 
ed by Meshel, incidentally), said 
so openly.

1 the Moslem units, supported 
by Sa'eka and other terrorist or- 
ganizations, succeed in liquidating 
the Phalangist strongholds in the 
three high-rise hotels, they may 
well attempt to set their sights on 
the complete elimination of the 
Christian J from Beirut. 
To achleve this they would, how- 
ever, still have to eliminate the 
Christians from their Ashrafiye 
quarter, on the eastern outskirts 
of the city, and at Elin Rumane, 
Faran, and Asheback, near the 
city’s race track.

The committee recalis that Jews 
lived for thousands of years in

WOJAC insists that recognition of 
these rights must be a priority in 
the negotiation of any Middle Bast 
settlement between Israel and the 
Arabs.

Jerusalem, did not change at allasa 
result of the severing of diplomatic 
relations with Moscow in 1967, says 
Dr. Colbi. He always maintained 
good relations with the succession of 
Archimandrites — and this has con- 
tinued to the present. At their twice- 
yearly receptions, the Russians 
always provide a kosher table so that 
Dr. Colbi and other observant of- 
ficlals can partake of the fare. 

Throughout his 27 years, Dr. Colbi 
was careful to avoid souring his tles 
with any of the resident or visiting 
churchmen by entering into 
theological arguments with them. 
Friendly relations, he believes, are 
best built on a basis of mutual 
respect. 

Colbi's scholarship and 
remarkable linguistic proficiency 
have won him the respect of prelates 
the world over. Britain's Cardinal 
Heenan still telis with admiration 
the story of Dr. Colbi's welcoming 
address to a party of 30 Catholic 
priests, from diverse countries, 
whom Heenan led on a pilgrim. to 
Israel. Unable to find any ether som. 
mon language which all could un- 
derstand, Coibi delivered his speech 
in fluent Latin. 

To more homogeneous audiences, 
Colhi offers a choice of impeccable 
English, German, French and 
Italian, and a reasonable Spanish.

Mrs. Romero refused, mainly 
because her son, Alphonso had got 
into trouble with the British police 
over drugs and stealing.

her trial, Mrs. Romero 
claimed she bad been on the verge of 
ἃ nervous breakdown because of 
tamily troubles, when Carlos offered 
her a forged identity card enabling 
her son to leave the country. 

“I was acting stupidly, not 85 ἃ 
lawyer but as a mother," she told the 
Court. She had thought Carlos was 
working for political exiles and that 
was why he acted so secretively.

Among other things, Mr. Oss- 
wald’s party lost 25 ‘per cent 
against a 7.5 per cent gain by the 
Conservative Christian Democrats in 
last year’s state elections in Hesse.

in Chad kidnap case 


PARIS. (Ofns).— 
THE DISASTROUS collapse of 
President Giscard d'Estaing's 
attempt to rescue Mine. Francoise 
Claustre, the hostage of the Tibesti 
desert, may open a new era in the 
history of political kidnapping. 

Weighing the lessons of the 
Claustre affair, national leaders will 
in future be tempted to align 
themselves with Isracl’s conviction 
that to ransom one captive is to be an 
accomplice in tne seizure of future 
victims. 

French observers are now draw- 
ing up a balance-sheet of the 
Claustre case, and the mournful con- 
sensus {s that almost everyone 
concerned has emerged as a loser. 

Francoise Claustre. the 35-year- 
old French archaeologist kidnapped 
by the Toubou rebels of Chad 18 
months agy, is still in captivity. Her 
hopes of rescue have been swept 
away. The chances of losing her 
heaith, her mind or her will to live in 
the parched lunar wilderness that is 
her prison have enormously in- 
creased, 

Pierre Claustre, her husband. has 
bravely and pathetically failed in a 
bid to buy arms and smuggie them 
by plane into the Tibesti desert to 
collect a ransom for his wife. 
Cheated und voutwitted by 
clandestine arms dealers, defeated 
by the logistics of flying planeloads 
of weapons acress Africa, Claustre is 
now accused by the Toubous of 
embezzlement and treachery. He is 
held prisoner in a different part of 
the desert from his wife. 

Giscard risked France's relations 
with Chad and other former 
members of the French African Em- 
pire to send a high-ranking French 
Official to atrike a bargain directly 
with Hissen Habré, the leader of the 
Toubous. But when the $2 million 
ransom in money and non-military 
material had been parachuted into 
the desert, Hissen Habré demanded 


‘arms before he gave Mme. Claustre 
her freedom. 


ARMING REBELS against a friend- 
ly government has always been rui- 
ed out in Paris. So Giscard is the 
great loser of the Claustre kidnap- 
Ping. The ransom has been lost. 
French troops are being expelled 
from Chad by the outraged Govern- 
ment of General Felix: Malloum 
which Hissen Habré is trying to dis- 
lodge, and other African 
governments are indignantly siding 
with Chad against France. 

French public opinion has begun 
to forget its great outburst of in- 
dignation cver its Government's 
Jack of zeal in rescuing Mme. 
Claustre. The ‘“realists'' who 
doubted that her kidnappers would 
abide by any ransom deal have prov- 
ed their point. 

And what of Hissen Habré, the 
lean young desert fighter who 
believes that he is Africa's Mao 
Tse-tung and yet looks back with 
nostalgia on his student days in 
France? He has got all the publicity 
he wanted from his capture of a 
Frenchweman. His face is on the 
front page of French magazines and 
newspapers. In the space of a few 
weeks he has become as well known 
acruss the world as many reigning 

' African leaders. . 

But he has now manceuvred 
himself into a position where he can 
no longer torture France over the 
fate of his captive, There is no way in 
which he can keep the story going. 
unless he either kills the Claustres or 
lets them go. If he kills them, he wil! 
shock many people in Africa as well 
as in the West, and he will then be 
forgotten. 

The hope in Paris is that the 
Toubou leader will decide to prolong 
his fame and refurbish his reputa- 
tion by taking the only other course 
open to him ~ the release of hia 
prisoners. 


Ttalian youth 


confesses to 


brutal killing of Pasolini 


ROME. — Pler Paolo Pasolini, the 
controversial Marxist novelist and 
film director who depicted the life 
of Italy’s slum and underworld, 
was found murdered early yester- 
day in a field between the seaside 
towns of Ostia and Fiumicino. 

The 53-year-old bachelor director 
was bludgeoned with a plank of 
wood and then run over by his own 
car, police said. His face was crush- 
ed ‘beyond recognition. 

The murder happened between 
10.30 p.m. and midnight on Satur- 
day, they said. The body was found 
at about 6.30 am. by ἃ woman 
who telephoned police. 

Police arrested a 17-year-old 
youth with a criminal record for 


stealing the director’s Alfa Romeo: 


sports .car several hours before the, 


-body was.found. The youth, identi- 
: fied: as-Giusseppe. Pelosi, later con- 


fessed to the crime, police said. 

The youth was picked up outside 
8 public bathing club at Ostia, a 
popular seaside resort 35 kms. 
southwest of Rome. 

Pelosi told an investigating ma- 
gistrate that Pasolini had picked 
him up on a Rome street, driven 
him to the deserted field and made 
2 pass at him. When he resisted, 
the youth said, the director hit him 
and he fought back, then fled in 
Pasolini's car. Police confirmed the 
youth had 2 head wound. 

Pelosi, a short, athletic-looking 
youth with dark hair, said he had 
gone to a movie with friends and 
was sitting at 8, sidewalk cafe with 
friends when Pasolini stopped his 


car and offered him a ride. He said 
he recognized the director even 
before Pasolini told him who he 
was. 

Entering films as a scriptwriter, 
Pasolini directed his first movie in 
1961. It was ‘‘Accattone,” the grim 
story of a pimp who loses his 
prostitute and turns to theft, steal- 
ing his son’s religious medal. 

His first major encounter with 
the Roman Catholic Church came 
with “La Ricotta,” his contribution 
to a film anthology of four epi- 
sodes. A satire about the making of 
ἃ «ommercial religious movie, it 
shows an extra, who plays one of the 
crucified thieves on Cavalry, dying of 
indigestion on the cross from eating 
too much ricotta cheese. Prosecu- 
ted by the Italian state for “vilifi- 
‘cation of the Church,” he was ser- 
tenced to four months in jail but the 
sentence later was withdrawn and a 
cut version of the film was re- 
leased. 

In 1964, he won a Roman Catho- 
lic award for his film, “The Gospel 
According to Matthew,” which he 
dedicated to Pope John XXTIL 

Pasolini's more recent work in- 
cluded screen versions of Giovanni 
Boccaccio’s “Decameron” and Geof- 
frey Chaucer's “The Canterbury 
Tales.” Charged with defaming the 
Capuchin order of monks in “The 
Canterbury Tales,” Pasolini was ab- 
solved by an appeals court. 

Among Pasolini's best literary 
works were “Una Vita Violenta” — 
ἃ violent 16 — “Popular Italian 
Poems,” “Orestiade of Aeschylus,” 
and “Roma 1950." (Reuter, AP) 


France biggest loser | Esypt will lift 


ban on 


‘Dr. Zhivago’ 


CAIRO (UPI). --. Egypt's alm 
censorship board hugs been ay- 
therized to reconsider a decision 
to ban the motion picture “Dr. 
Zhivago” from the country, “Al- 
Gombcuriya" newspaper said 
yesterday. 

The late president Gamal Abdel 
Nasser ordered the film banned 
in the 1960s at the request of 
the Soviet Union, which said the 
David Lean production showed 
ἃ derogatory view of Russia. It 
stars Omar Sharif, who was 
born in Egypt. 

The request to reconsider the 
ban comes at a time when 
Egyptian-Soviet relations have 
reached a new low point. 

President Sadat, who had or- 
dered the 15,000 Soviet “advi- 
sers" in Egypt to leave in 1972, 
has attacked Moscow repeatedly 
in recent months for failing to 
resupply arms lost in the Octo- 
ber, 1973 war, and for stirring 
up Arabs against his America- 
leaning peace policies. 

“Al Gomhouriya” said the film 
board wag expected to lift the 
ban. 


Senator wants 
US. to break 
with the UN 


WASHINGTON (AP). — An in- 
fluential Senator has advocated that 
the U.S. make “a clean break” with 
the UN. 

“We are in the hands of our 
enemies. I feel we should with- 
draw,” James B. Allen of Alabama 
said in an interview. 

‘Alen, a Democrat, has intro- 
duced a resolution to establish a 
special seven-member Senate com- 
mittee to make a thorough study 
of the U.S. role in the UN and 
measure any benefits of continued 
US. membership against the dis- 
advantages. He feels that the find- 
ings of such a study would sup- 
port U.S. withdrawal. 

“Every man’s hand in the UN 
is against the U.S.” Allen said. 
“We have a few friends, but what 
fmends we do have are constantly 
being out-voted, Besides, the U.S. is 
paying ‘the lion's share of the cost 
of supporting the UN.” 

The senator noted that Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger and UN 
Ambassador Daniel Moynihan had 
been critical of the UN, but he 
added: ‘ 

“Our nation’s leaders ought to 
put up or shut up. They get right 
to the point of saying the UN is 
not operating in our dest interests 
but fall short of proposing an 
absolute break.” 

The Senator said he does not 
favour cutting off contributions to 
the UN as a means of making 
member nations be more friendly 
to the U.S. “A clean break would 
be better,” he said. 


‘Chile.to abstain. . 
in UN vote 


SANTIAGO (AP). — Chile ‘will ab- 
stain from voting in the UN General 
Assembly on a resolution ‘condemn- 
ing Zionism as a form of racism, 
Foreign Minister Particlo Carvajal 
has said here, 

Chile's support of the resolution 
in committee was sharply criticized 
by the U.S. Last Wednesday, Presi- 
dent Augusto Pinochet said Chile's 
vote in committee “did not have his 
approval" and he promised it would 
be “rectified.”

‘The sum involved, it is true, was 
relatively smal) (IL9m., apart from 
the ILim. in shares offered to the 
company's employees), and most 
subscriptions were deliberately ex- 
aggerated in expectation of frac- 
tional allocation. Still, the fact that 
over one-fifth of the total amount 
requested came from institutional 
investors is impressive. Even more 
so is the substantial participation of 
foreign investors. Most recent share 
issues have been floated by financial 
concerns riding on the crest of our in- 
flationary boom, or backed by real 
estate. But the Elron issue was 
different. It was one of the few in- 
stances in which investors queued 
for shares in a local industrial com- 
pany, and its success signified the 
market evaluation not of the con- 
cern's assets, but of its productive 
potential. 

As a matter of fact, Elron’s sub- 
sidiary companies increased their 
aggregate sales proceeds by some 
350 per cent between fiscal 1972 and 
1974 (almost double our industry's 
average rate). Their export total in- 
creased even more. The company’s 
operating after tax profit soared to 
almost ten times its original figure, 
apart from substantial capital gains 
and its share in the subsidiaries’ ac- 
cumulated reserves. Last year's 
aggregate profit (on an equity basis) 
was over 60 per cent of its paid-up 
share capital, upped by the newly 
issued shares. Visibly, the 
firm has not only passed its break- 
even point, but has also outgrown its 
teething phase, and can now hold Its 
own in the world market, even when 
competing with entrenched foreign 
producers.

And as Eiron's ac- 
tivities expand, the importance of 
the small domestic market must 
‘further decline. 

It is therefore worthwhile to point 
out some of the special features of 
this venture. First, its 5 
crucially dependent on its ability to 
attract highly skilled scientific and 
managerial personnel. To that end, 
all Elron subsidiaries have offered 
their workers substantial profit 
sharing, by way of share options. 
The employees’ share in the com- 
panies’ equity ranges between one- 
tenth and about one-third.

Elbit — the concern’s oldest sub- 
sidiary — it declined from 20 per 
cent of the sales amount in fiscal 1972 
to 6 per cent in the last fiscal year, it 
averaged 10 per cent at Elscint over 
the past three years, and more than 
that at §.D.S.1. 

Third, {t took the concern over a 
decade to arrive at its present 
Prosperous stage. During this time 
most of its profits have been plough- 
ed back, and few cash dividends 
paid. And — backed by its close con- 
tact with its parent company, the 
Discount Bank Investment Corpora- 
tion — it has maintained an ample 
liquidity position, in contrast to the 
financial policy still prevailing in 
many of our industrial companies. 

Last, in spite of its close tes with 
the multinational companies abroad, 
Elron has maintained a relatively in- 
dependent production and 
marketing policy. Though the ma- 
jority of Elbit shares is held by Con- 
trol Data Corporation, Elbit has 
developed products competing with 
the parent company, and intends to 
set up its own overseas sales 
organisation. Similarly, 5.D.5.1. has 
not confined its activity to product 
lines baged on the know-how 
supplied by the American Scientific 
Data Systems; indeed the shares 
originally acquired by this American 
company have been in the meantime 
bought back by the Elron and the 
LD.B. hol group. At the same 
time, Elscint, which up to 8. short 
time ago was dependent on General 
Electric for the marketing of its 
Products in the U.S., has loosened its 
ties with the American giant, in line 
with its direct sales policy in the 
European countries. 

It goes without saying that a ven- 
ture of such range and sophistication 
involves many risks. But it also 
opens up wide prospects. Elron's 
original shareholders have made a 
fortune. Their paid-up share capital 
increased four times over the past 
three years. But the concern's 
managers — and personnel — will 
have to work bard to maintain this 
performance.

Import duty cuts

The Treasury and the Commerce 
and Industry Ministry recently af- 
firmed a previous decision to reduce 
import duties by 6 per cent on the 
average in January 1976, by another 
5 per cent in January 1977, and by an 
equal amount in July 1977.

To 
eliminate thege abuses he suggested 
that an arbitration committee be set 
up to hear complaints of car-owners. 

But car-owners are also toa large 
extent responsible for the abuses 
because of their apathy and in- 
difference, according to another 
speaker. Arye Rubin, head of the 
automobile department in the 
Transport Ministry, said that of 
300,000 private car-owners, he re- 
ceived only 1,300 complaints during 
the past year.

Misgav Ladach, at 120, 
takes a look ahead

“The best thing we can wish our 
patients is ‘May you live 120 years.’ 
Our hospital has reached 120 and is 
st all over again,” says the 
director of Jerusalem's Misgav 
Ladach hospital, Reuven Kashani. 

But the first Jewish hospital in 
Israel (the name is taken from an ex- 
pression in Psalms; ‘‘a refuge for 
the oppressed’) begins its 15th 
decade eclipsed by the towering new 
medical centres going up in the 
Capital. “The policy of the Govern- 
ment is to encourage the building of 
big hospitals,"’ asserts Mr. Kashani. 
“They forget that patients are more 
likely to get personalized care from 
doctors and nurses in hospitals with 
fewer than 100 beds." 

The original hospital of 50 beds, 
built in the Old City overlooking the 
Western Wall, was greeted as a god- 
send by the Jewish population when 
it opened in 1854. The only other 
Jerusalem hospital in those days 
was a mission-run institution, and 
many Jews preferred to die rather 
than to go there. The Jewish 
hospital, funded by and named after 
the Rothschild family, gave treat- 
ment to all the inhabitants of the 


walled city — Jews, Christians and- 


Moslems alike. In 1879, it took the 
name of ‘“‘Misgav Ladach," a group 
of Si volunteers who cared for 
the sick. 

“It was known all over the Jewish 
world in the old days," says Mr. 
Kashani, ‘‘with as prominent a name 

Hadassah today.” 2. +. 2 annie 
in the War of Inde nce, after 
the hospital held out during the siege 
of the Old City and tended the 
casualties, everything crashed to the 
ground, the building was completely 
levelled by the enemy, and the 
patients and staff who survived fled. 
Three days later, Misgav Ladach 
came to life again in an Arab villa in 
the Katamon quarter of the new city 
which has been its “temporary” 
quarters ever since. Although a few 
new wings were added to the original 
structure, there was room, for only 50 
beds, In the 1960s, unable to compete 
with Jerusalem's larger hospitals on 
the basis of equipment and 
resources, Misgav Ladach pared its 
facilites to just two departments: 
obstetrics and gynaecology. 

The hospital's Arab clinic — open 
every Friday (the Moslem day of 
rest) — draws women from as far 
away as Abu Dhabi, Libya, Iran and 
Saudi Arabia. “They come for treat- 
ment of sterility, birth control help 
and other problems," agserts Dr. 
-Maccabi Salzberger, medical direc- 
tor of the hospital since 1967, 
““because they want better care than 
that available in their own coun-

Now they 
don’t even come along with their 
wives or else they remain outside.” 

Despite the limited facilities, the 
medical staff have been engaged in 
important research in gynaecology 
and other fields of medicine. They 
are now looking for ways to avoid 
multiple births that result from fer- 
tility drugs. Two different fertility 
drugs, administered under careful 
supervision and in the right propor- 
tions, may prove the answer to 
preventing the birth of four, five or 
six weak babies at a time. 

As a result of a grant to Misgav 
Ladach by the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, the 
hospital researchers have developed 
an easy method of detecting early 
diabetes in pregnancy. 

With nearly one illegal or legal 
abortion for every birth in Israel, Dr. 
Salzberger asserts that the only 
answer to the problem is the free 
dispensing of birth control advice. 
“Women referred to Misgav Ladach 
by Tipat Halav centres may get help 
from our planned parenthood 
clinies,”” he says. ‘It's incredible to

A row of young women can be seen 
sitting in the corridor — nervous but 
waiting patiently — before they are 
called to present letters asking for 
the operation, ‘“‘We pass 80 per cent 
of all requests,’’ says Dr.

120 years as it did in the Old City in 
1854. 
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A THIRD FRONT 


THERE IS little reason to assume that yesterday's claims 
for a cease-fire in Lebanon should be taken any more serious- 
ly than previous such claims. Even if there were to be a

could not restore the political equilibrium between the Moslems 
and Christians which formed the basis of Lebanon's sovereignty 


and prosperity.

That Lebanon's erstwhile Western patrons, like France and 
the United States, find themselves impotent spectators to the 
destruction of Lebanon's Christian community is a sadly 
eloguent comment ‘on Western fears and feebleness. But that 
is a matter for the conscience and policy of the West. 

Of immediate concern to Israel, must be the prospect of 
a radicalized and belligerent Lebanon, closely linked ta Da- 
mascus, and driven from within by the terrorists and their 
allies. A border which was quiet for so many years, and 
which even with the terrorist presence in Fatahland failed to 
pose a genuine threat to national security, would then be 
turned into a third front against Israel. It would be a front 
with Russian supplied divisions from Syria, a front with 
tanks and not merely katyushas. 

It is a grim prospect which must be measured seriously and 
carefully. But in taking that measure, the oil-inspired inaction 
of the West may not be a suitable guideline.

‘Volunteers’ for Lebanon 


HA'ARETZ (independent) discusses 
the fact that growing numbers of 
Arab terrorist ‘volunteers from 
Syria are entering Lebanon to rein- 
force the Moslem side of the dispute.

AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) points 
out that when the Lebanese origingl!- 
ly allowed the terrorists to enter they 
were deluded into thinking that they 
would act only against Israel. Now, 
however, it is clear that the 
terrorists have brought Lebanon to 
the verge of collapse. Israel for its 
part will not be able to ignore the 
possibility that Lebanon might be 
engulfed by Syria. The US, too, has 
warned Syria against intervention 
that could lead to a flareup in the en- 
tire area. As it happens, Assad for 
the time being is making do with 
“yolunteers,"" but since he is work- 
ing together with the Soviets he may 
resort to open intervention anyway. 
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YEDIOT AHARONOT (inde- 
pendent): . “With Lebanon go- 
ing up in flames, only one thing could 
alter the situation today: for Israel 
to step in. That would be entirely 
logical in the circumstances created; 
for the Christian world, the U.S. and 
Europe could well get over 
catastrophe for Lebanon, whereas 
thia is not the case where Israel is 
concerned, if she is faced with an ex- 
panded Syria to the north. 

“Only a few days ago Mr. Rabin 
warned Syria intervening in 
Lebanon, adding that if it did so, 
Israeli forces might cross the 
border.

The passing of an Israeli cargo through the Suez Canal yester- 


day marks the end of nearly 30 years of Egyptian restrictions. 
Alexander Zvielli traces the events that marked these years 
of Egyptian intransigence in repudiation of shipping law. 


The long voyage 
through Suez 


THE SUEZ CANAL has been a 
problem for Israeli shipping and 
cargo for close on 30 years. 
Even before the establishment 
of the State, goods consigned to 
Palestine — aboard an Egyptian 
vessel — were confiscated at 
Suez on June 23, 1947. Mail 
dispatched from Palestine to 
Yemen was off-loaded and 
.destroyed. Jewish passengers 
aboard foreign ships were 
forbidden to disembark at 
Egyptian ports. 

On the eve of the Egyptian in- 
vasion of Palestine, on May 13, 
1948, Egypt declared a ‘‘state of 
siege” which meant an inten- 
sified search of all ships passing 
through the Suez Canal. In Lon- 
don, the Foreign Office 
spokesman blandly declared 
that no protests would be made 
following reports of the brutal 
arrests of British subjects. The 
Weatern world, including the 
United States, remained passive 
in the face of these Egyptian ac- 
tions and thus encouraged 
further belligerency. 

The Israel-Egypt Armistice 
Agreement signed on the island 
of Rhodes in 1949 did not open the 
Canal to Israel shipping, since 
the accord was considered at the 
time only the first step towards 
the normalization of relations. 

In August 1949, the Mixed Ar- 
mistice Commission decided 
that the Egyptian Government 
should not interfere with the 
passage of goods to Israel 
through the Suez Canal. Egypt 
appealed against this decision 
and it was later reversed by 
Major-General William Riley, 
Chief of Staff of the UN Truce 
Riley made it clear, however, 
that while he was wholly in sym- 
pathy with Israel's claim, he 
was forced to accept Egypt's 
appeal on a legal basis, for while 
interference was a ‘hostile act” 
it did not contravene the Ar- 
mistice Agreement. 

On June 13, 1951 General Riley 
sent a report to the Security

Council describing Egypt's in- 
terference as an “aggressive 
and hostile act,"’ but outside of his 
competence and advised Securi- 
ty Council action. Mr. Abba 
Eban wrote to the Security Coun- 
cil complaining that for the past 
two years Egypt had been il- 
legally detaining, searching and 
blacklisting ships carrying cargo 
to Israel and asked for the 
Security Council's intervention. 

The Security Council then up- 
held the right of free passage 
through the Suez Canal to all 
nations. But the March 1958 
resolution presented by New 
Zealand calling on Egypt 
specifically to lift all restrictions 
on Israel-bound shipping was 
killed by a Soviet veto, one of 
Russia's first contributions to 
the cause of Middle Bastern 
peace. 


ARTICLE 8 of the 1954 Angio- 
Egyptian agreement on the final 
withdrawal of British forces 
from Egypt reaffirmed the 
determination of both countries 
to adhere to the Constantinople 
Convention of 1880 which made 
the Canal a corridor for all ships 
of all nations in times of both 
peace and war. But Israel had 
grown apprehensive at the con- 
tinuous Egyptian interference 
with international shipping, 
violation of her rights and the 
virtual closure of the Gulf of 
Akaba. She decided that it was 
high time to make a definitive 
test of Egyptian intentions and 
the response of the world bodies 
which should have been concern- 
ed. After hasty rf the 
departure was arranged, in 
September 1954, of a small 
coastal] steamer — the ‘Bat 
Galim" — with a cargo of tinned 
meat from Britrea through the 
Suez Canal to Haifa. 


After an unexpectedly friendly 
reception by the Suez customs 
authorities, the vessel was 
boarded by 2 coast guard patrol 
and detained, while the crew of

defence of these victims; their 
names must be known to all. It is the 
only way to save at least some of 
them.

HELP FOR THE DESPERATE

Sir, — My wife and I read your re- 
cent, articles on the organization 
“Eran” and your reports on the 
Congress on Suicide Prevention with 
great interest. 

We were volunteers in an 
organization in England that was 
run on similar lines with the basic 
aim of helping anyone who was 
suicidal or in any kind of distress. 
The name of the organization was 
“The Samaritans." It was started in 
London and there are now branches 
all over the world. 

Where it seems to differ from 
Eran was that, in ‘‘The 
Samaritans,”” we befriended clienta, 
which was considered one of the 
most im it parts of the exer- 
cise. It worked as follows: When an 


individual was accepted as a 
volunteer (and that was not before 
he or she had gone through a 
rigorous series of lessons of what 
was entailed), a record was kept of 
each volunteer's hobbies and in- 
terests. A client would then be paired 
with a volunteer of similar interests 
and where possible, that pairing 
‘would remain until the client stopped 
coming. 

I hasten to add that, wherever ἃ 
branch of “The Samaritans” func- 
tioned, the number of suicidal 
attempts decreased, contrary to 
what Professor Kurt Wels claims. A 
low-risk suicidal crying for help can 
quickly become a high risk, walk 
away quietly and die.

cause. The “Bat Galim'' crew 
was released on January 1, 1955, 
but the attempt to cross the Suez 
Canal or at least to arouse world 
opinion failed. 


FOLLOWING the gradual 
British withdrawal from Egypt 
and the handing over of precious 
equipment and military in- 
stallations, Nasser stepped up 
his acts against Israel, 
blockading the Tiran Straits and 
escalating: murderous fedayin 
infiltration. In June 1956 the last 
British troops left Egypt. A
